conventions. The hou ee also decided 
to vote Thu rsday on tighter coal 
strip mine controls. 
A senate-approved bill to 
give 
Ohio su per-roads like the famed 
Pennsylvania tu rnpike comes to a 
vote in the hou se where it was 
ditched two years ago. It wou ld 
create a tu rnpike commission of five, 
with the state highway director an 
ex-officio member. 
Commissioners wou ld issu e bonds 
for private sale to finance mu lti- 
million dollar fou r-lane highways 
designed to link with Pennsylva­ 
nia’s tu rnpike. The bonds wou ld 
not be an obligation of the state. 
When they were retired ou t of tolls, 
the roads wou ld go to the state 
for its highway system withou t cool. 
Pennsylvania's tu rnpike is being 
extended eastward from Harrisbu rg 
to near Philadelphia. Its westward 
extension from near Pittsbu rgh to 
Ohio’s border has been au thorised 
A preliminary su rvey indicated an 
Ohio tu rnpike wou ld pass near 
You ngstown. Akron. Cleveland. Lo­ 
rain. Fremont. Sandu sky and To­ 
ledo. 
Stu dy Primary Bill 
Senators called u p a btii to per 
mlt party pre-primary conventions, 
starting next Janu ary. They wou ld 
adopt platforms, pick presidenUsl 
elector candidates and recommend 
aspirants for elective office. U. £? 
senator and congressman-at-large. 
Those selected wou ld carry the 
words, "recommended by state con­ 
vention.” u nder their names on 
party prflnary ballots. Pre-primary 
conventions were abandoned

OLL MOUNTS IN 
DISASTERS FROM 
LOODS, TORNADOES

The three-day death toll from 
floods and tornadoes in hard-hit 
Texas and 
Oklahoma had 
been 
boosted to 13 today. The two states 
estimated 13,300 other persons were 
homeless, and 100 inju red. 
Hie latest pf the tornadoes which 
lashed the sou thwest since Su nday, 
hit both states last night. At Spu r, 
Tex., one woman was killed and 
eight persons inju red. A farmer was 
killed by a twister which skipped 
over into Oklahoma from Stratford, 
Tex., and tornado inju red nine per­ 
sons In a crowd who were watching 
softball game at Meeker, Okla. 
The death toll Inclu ded 
five 
kiled in Su nday night's tornado at 
Amarillo, and six drownings at Fort 
Worth where large sections of the 
city were flooded and thou sands of 
persons forced to 
evacu ate their 
homes. 
To Reach Crest 
The Trinity river at Dallas Was 
expected to reach a crest of 48 feet 
today. 20 feet above flood stage and 
the highest since 1908. The stream, 
however, » fill was within its 60-foot 
levees. 
Meanwhile, a drastic chill that 
dropped temperatu res 30 to 40 de­ 
grees from yesterday began moving 
across the u pper plains states today. 
The U. S. weather bu reau reported 
that the new cold brou ght snow and 
hail to spots in the Montana-North 
Dakota area Snow was reported in 
Billings and Great Falls, Mont. and 
at Willis ton. North Dakota. Aber­ 
deen, S. D.. received 3.75 inches erf 
rain mixed with hail. 
Temperatu res were 38 at Billings 
and WUliston. and El at Great Fails. 
Fargo, N. P., directly in the path 
of the cold, reported an early mark

Western Allies Ex pected 
To Present United, Firm 
Fro nt On Germany

PARIS. May 18—(INS) — Highly’ 
Au thoritative diplomatic sou rces in 
Parks disclosed today that the west 
plans to take the initiative in next 
week's Big Fou r taiks and call for 
a showdown with Ru ssia over Ger­ 
man u nity. 
Preliminary discu ssions in Park» 
between 
American, 
British 
and 
French diplomatic experts are still 
being held in the strictest secrecy 
bu t this correspondent is able to re­ 
veal exclu sively the general ou tline 
of western grand strategy. 
Details of this strategy are being 
formu lated by U. S. Ambassador at 
Large Philip C. Jessu p, British per­ 
manent u ndersecretary for German 
affairs Sir Ivon Kirkpatrick. Alex­ 
andre Parodl. secretary-general of 
the French foreign office 
Their 
plans may resu lt in one of the most 
fatefu l international conferences in 
history. 
The planners have agreed to call 
Ru ssia’s propaganda pose as the 
champion of German u nity, by ask­ 
ing the Ru ssians point-blank if they 
are willing to consider the west's 
two primary conditions for agree­ 
ment on German u nity. These are; 
List C o nditio ns 
1. Application to Soviet-control­ 
led eastern Germany of the princi­ 
ples of the 
newly-adopted Bonn 
constitu tion for western Germany, 
especially the gu arantees of basic 
hu man rights and civil liberties 
3. Holding of free elections u nder 
the strictest international su per­ 
vision throu ghou t 
Germany,

The planners believe that Soviet 
Foreign Minister Vtahinsky's reac­

Problems Thai Face Elderly 
By HERMAN N. BUN DESEN, M. D. 
Since the beginning of the twen­ 
tieth century, life expectancy has 
increased by 18 years, Half of the 
infant# born now may be expected 
to survive beyond the age of 80. 
Thus, the number of elderly people 
in the population is rapidly in­ 
creasing and some attention must 
be given to their problems 
During the latter periods of life, 
there is a gradual deereaa? in the 
reserve capacity of the various body 
oarts. which means that when extra 
demands are put on the bedy cer­ 
tain structures mav break down. 
Nevertheless, there is much which 
■an be done to improve the lot of 
the aged to a considerable degree. 
For example, it is important to 
find what characteristics the aged 
person possesses which may be used 
to benefit not only the patient him­ 
self but those around him as well. 
Maturity of J udgment is one of the 
notable characteristics of older per­ 
sons which can be utilized in finding 
something for them to do. 
Due To Age 
Many of the complaints of the 
elderly are due to the aging process 
itself. Since there is little known at 
present which can be done to elimi­ 
nate the cause, the only treatment 
available is to take away any em­ 
phasis on the symptoms which the 
patient may have and to explain to 
him the cause of the symptoms so 
that he does not worry about them. 
For example, irregularity of sleep 
is common tn older persons. At- 
tempts to improve sleeping habits 
by using sleep-producing drugs may 
I— ........................................... 


only Wroduce restlessness and nerv­ 
ous symptoms which are difficult to 
overcome. Hence, it shpuld be ex­ 
plained to the patient that Irregular 
sleep is not unusual in older per­ 
sons; then it will not become worse 
because he worries about it 
Similarly, outlining a program of 
distasteful exercises in an attenpt 
to relieve muscular weakness is not 
advisable. 
Over-Protective 
Interested members of the family 
cf an elderly parson often are over- 
protective when the elderly person 
develops a prolonged illness. This 
may only lead to a sense of frustra­ 
tion ahd produce emotional upsets. 
An elderly person should be kept 
busy and there are mapv activities 
which are helpful from this stand­ 
point. Creative hobbles, gardening 
and the like are all useful. 
All elderly people should have 
careful physical examinations 
at 
regular Intervals and any abnormal

Rural Life Aid's 


Children, Claim 


Of OSU Professor 


COLUMBUS, May 18—< API—-Ru­ 
ral life allows children to develo p 
better p erso nalities, a rural socio­ 
logist rep o rted Saturday. 
A. R. Manaus o f Ohio State un ­ 
iversity'a dep artment o f rural eco- 
mmica and rural sociology came to 
that co nclusio n after co nducting a 
survey amo ng 1.289 third and sixth- 
grade children in the p ublic schools 
of Miami co unty. 
"The average level o f p erso nality 
adjustment was significantly higher 
amo ng farm children than among 
tho se living in city ho mes," Mangus 
said. 
The survey was financed by sev- 
eral agencies, including the State 
Welfare 
dep artment, 
Ohio 
Sta;e 
university and the Ohio Agricultur­ 
al Exp eriment statio n, which p ub­ 
lished the findings. 
"Farm children differed favo rably 
from city children in a number of 
ways." wro te Mangus. 
"They were 
mo re self-reliant, they had a great-

Consumers disp lay extraordinary 
caution. There is “uncertainty with 
resp ect to p rices, threat of wide­ 
sp read labor trouble, desire of cus­ 
tomers to work off inventories, and 
continued lag of sales of durable 
goods a t the retail level," the trade 
p ublication said. 
Additional

m ents on p remium p rices on various 
p roducts continue to be made.” it 
added. “Scrap continues as slug­ 
gish as ever. Over the p ast week 
p rices on several grades of steel 
were cut." 
The national ingot rate last week 
drop p ed another 114 p oints to 85.6 
p er cent of cap acity, a new low 
p oint for the year. In the first four 
m onths of this year outp ut totaled 
31,835,953 net tons, an increase of 
12.6 p er cent over the same p eriod 
last year. 
Due to the Ford strik e, the De­ 
troit district ingot rate drop p ed 28 
p oints to 69 p er cent. Op erations 
were off 1% p oints to 94.5 at Pittsp 
burgh and 90 at Wheeling, down 1

AUTO, STEEL TO 
CUT PRODUCTION 


CLEVELAND, May 18 — (UP)— 
The leader industries of steel and 
automobiles are exp ected to lower 
their rate of p roduction as the year 
p rogresses, the Cleveland Trust Co. 
said today. 
The monthly rep ort of the Trust 
Co. p ointed out that the two indus­ 
tries are still rolling at p eak p ro­ 
duction rates, but that this is due 
mostly to former huge back logs of 
demand for their p roducts. 
“The trend of business activity as 
a whole has continued downward. . . 
The readjustment p hase has 
not 
been comp leted,” it said. 
“Some (industries) such as tex­ 
tile, lumber, machinery and rubber 
hace been in a declining trend for 
a year or more. 
“Others, including p rinting and 
p ublishing, 
chemicals, 
p etroleum 
and coal p roducts, have been turned 
down more recently.” 
- In general the durable goods in­ 
dustry is mak ing a better showing, 
the bank p ointed but. In the field 
of construction, residential building 
fell below the amount of a year ago 
but 
p rivate 
non-residential 
and 
p ublic 
construction 
increased, 
it 


Customers Cautious 
“The whole business p icture 
is 
Characterised by a relatively cau­ 
tious attitude on the p art of cus­ 
tomers. The p ublic is more p rice­ 
conscious.” the monthly review said 
Total business exp enditures set 
aside this year fm new p lants and 
eq uip ment are estimated at 
$18.3 
billions, somewhat lower than the 
all-time record ol $19.2 billion in 
1948. The estimate exp ects less ex­ 
p enditures for the second half of 
1949 than for the first half. 
“Manufacturers have been cau- 


tious about building up large in­ 
ventories. Throughout the p ostw?r 
p eriod 
businessmen 
have 
shied 
away from overstock ing their in­ 
ventories,” the bank said. 
In the field of new p roducts, the 
Cleveland Trust Bulletin says that 
even for a new industry, television 
has made remark able strides.” 
In 
1946 about 6,400 sets were p roduced, 
about 1,000,000 in 1948, and the out­ 
p ut for this year is estimated to 
reach 2,000,000. 
Judging 
by 
radio 
exp erience, 
there still seems to be room for a 
very great increase in p roduction, 
the rep ort added. 
Comp ared with the record sales 
of 1948 the p icture is q uite differ­ 
ent. 
Sales in all leading p roducts 
excep t automotive have drop p ed 
somewhat 
below 
the 
1948 level. 
The moderate slack ening in dollar 
sales has been evident since last 
fall although December was a not­ 
able excep tion,” the bank 's rep ort 
said.
